How She will Appear asa Spot on 
the Sun Next Wednesday.

The Importance of the Transit--What Astron- 
omers Expect to Learn by It--The 
Observing Parties. 


Prof. E. A. Engler, of Washington Univer- 
sity, will begin an interesting course of lec- 
tures upon astronomical subjects at Memorial 
Flall on next Monday evening. The lectures 
are to be in the popular vein which marked 
the manner of the English astronomer 
Richard A. Proctor in his course 
through the United States several years 
ago, and are to be illustrated by a number of 
exceedingly valuable views, which were pro- 
cured by Prof. Engler in London, during 
his visit to that city last summer. The first 
lecture is upon “The Transit of Venus.” The 
transit occurs on next Wednesday morning, 
and is of the utmost importance, not only to 
scientists, but to the great mass of intelll 
gent mankind as well. In conversation 
with a Post-Dispatcn reporter this morn- 
ing Professor Engler said: 


‘eight, and -o on. 


“The object of the observation of the 
transit of Venus is to discover the sun’s dis- 
tance from the earth. ‘The particular value 
of the discovery is that the sun’s distance is 
the base line of all measurements made b 
astronomers. The distance of every planet, 
its mass, its attractive pawer and its orbit 


are all dependent upon calculations made 
= B the observation of the transit 
'of Venus. Every civilized nation in the 


world has sent out parties of astronomers to 
the most favorable points on the earth's sur- 
face for the purpose of observing the planet 
next Wednesday. Ifthe day happens to be 
a fine one it is possible that some of the ob- 
servers niay get the exact time when the 
transit begins and when it ends. Should 
this happy result eoine about then the precise 
distance of the sun can be obtained.” 

“What is the present calculated distance?” 

“Caicuiations based upon previous trausits 
approximate it at 92,500,000 miles.”’ 

“When do these transits oceur?”’, 

“They oceur at intervals which are de- 
pendent upon the relative motion of Venus 
and the earth, and also upon the Inclination 
of their orbits. These relations are such that 
the intervais are not always the same, but 
follow a reguiar law, the rule being this: 
we optart with 1874, the = first 
interval is eight years, the next 121% years, 
the next eight, the next 105% years, the next 
The first transit occurred 
in 10631, the second in 1639, the third in 1761, 
the fourth in 1709, the fifth in 1874 and the 
sixth will take place next Wednésday. The 
seventh will occur in 2004 and the next after 
that in 212. As I stated in an- 
awer to your question the calculated 
distance of the earth trom the 4un is 92,5.0,- 
000 miles, but this nay be an error of a quar- 
ter of a millicn vf miles or so either way.”

‘Transits are caused by the planet Venus 
coming in betweea the earth and the sun, so 
that an ouserver on the eaith’s surface sees 
it projected between the earth and the sun’s 
disc; this is due €> the fact that the orbit of 
Venus is smai.er than the earth’s orbit.” 

“Why is the observation ot the transit of 
Venus more valuabie than the observations 
of the transit cf ay other planet?” 

‘Because there is only one other planet, 
Mercury, thatis nearer tothe sun than the 
earth, whose tlansit could be observed.

Interesting Paper on the Topic by a Chicago 
School Principal. 


——e 


The St. Louis Society of Pedagogy held a 
well attended meeting, this morning, in the 
Directors’ room of the Schoo! Board, Mr. T. 
R. Vickroy, president, in the chair. ‘lhe 
meeting was an unusually interesting one, 
Mr. Orville Bright, Principal of the Douglas 
School, Chicago, being present and read- 
ing an able paper upon the sub- 
ject of “How to Teach English 
and English Speaking in School.” In the 
earlier part of the paper the reader devoted 
considerable attention to the text-books 
which have for years been employed in the 
teaching of the English language, which, he 
said, contained more of impracticable rub- 
bish and pedantry than all the other text- 
books combined. The factis that language 
is the one thing that children have acquired 
before entering schvol and the thing above 
all others that they use in it. 


They come to school at 6 years of age, but 
their heads are not vacuums by any means. 
They think in English; have learned the lan- 
guage from a hundred different sources, some 
of them pure and some unpure. They have 
a stock of several bundred words, such as 
they are, some of which they pronounce cor- 
rectly, and some they do not. Fifty per cent 
of the sentences they frame from those words 
are wrongly constructed. The text books 
whose study is to correct this are altogether 
too abstruse for the use of the 
children, the teacher illustrating by 
quoting the rules from a book in use 
by pupils six years of age, which would be 
perfectly incomprehensible to such | little 
ones. By actual count in one of these books 
there are 125 rules and definitions, one of 
which he quoted as follows: “When two 
words mean the same person or thing the 
same form is used aiter the asserting rela- 
tion word as before it,” the audience roaring 
with laughter at the idea of teacning children 
such rules. The reader said that St. Louis Is 
to be applauded for the quality of brains In 
the heads. of its children provided 
those of the men and women correspond. 
In his plan of teaching language the teacher 
said the first thing was to find out what can 
the children do. They can talk, and here 
they and the teacher meet on common 
ground. Hence let the first lessons be to 
teach: the children how to talk. Lf they talk 
correctly, they will write correctly when 
they know howtospell, ‘Thechildren should 
be led to talk, babble, if the word suited bet- 
ter. Dolls, bows and arrows and kites couid 
be taken into the room; even a 
kitten might be introduced and 
talked about. ‘This would help to banish re- 
straint from the school. The children could 
talk upon them and their errors of speech be 
corrected. Definition or rules should be 
avoided. He believed in the studying ol 
words, but not in word analysis. On the sub- 
ject of definitions the reader caused consider- 
able meriment by citing the case of a teacher 
who had wasted two months in trying to get 
from achild a definition of the word “hole.” 
In his own eighth grade recently a pupil

solete system in fact which is deserving only 
of condemnation. The only mode of teach- 
ing grammar was to make the pupils speak 
and write. Many of the ruies which are 
taught the children at schoui have already 
beeu learned by them at home. The first 
step in good teaching wust be to make the 
chiid use the grammatical form, and then 
in the higher grades the abstract ruies 
may be taught. ‘here might be difference of 
Opluion in the Way this exXcression shoud be 
imparted. One way was to teach the child to 
form sentences. Anotlivr was to hold up be- 
fore it a numer O1 sentences already form- 
ed and analyze them. Excellent resulis had 
been aitained by the tormer method 
but. with due refereiice to the 
reader of the paper, the speaker expressed 
his preference for the analytical method, It 
was a tact thatin the lowest grades the ehil- 
dren learn the reading lessons by heart 
aa that they have read them over too 
Ollen. 

Mr. E. G. Willson, of the Clinton School 
reterred to the strong competition which ha 
existed between St. Louis and Chicago, and

Tue Health Officer of Philadelphia has in 
éhe last eleven months of the current year 
reported 759 deaths from 1,126 casesof diph- 
theria in that city, and the disease seems to 
be increasing its ravages. In September 
there were 95 cases and 9% deaths; in October 
119 cases and 112 deaths; in November, 302 
cases and 95 deaths. A year or so ago an 
English physician stated that diphtheria is 
caused by animalcule just below the roots of 
the tongue and that it had been found thata 
teaspoonful of sulphur applied as a gargle in 
a wine-glass of water would destroy the ani- 
malcule and relieve the patient. So many 
cures had been prescribed as infallible and 
tried in vain that this one seems to have gone 
the rounds of the press without attracting 
any attention. But a correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Record certified recently that 
he had applied flour of sulphur on a flat stick 
to his own children, who were desperately 
sick, and that they were imunedistely re- 
lieved. The editor of the Record now says: 

A gentieman residing in the northern part of 
the city, whose two little daughters were dying 
last Thursday of diphtheria, siw in the Record of 
that day a cop-munieation commeuding the use of 
| sulphur in cases of diphtheria. Asa last resort 
|} he made atrial of it, using washed flour of sul- 
| phur, and applying it directly to the membranous 
| growths in the throats of the children by means 
| ofacommon clav pipe. The. effect was almost 
|} magical. Within two hours there was complete 

relief, and in two days the children, who had been 
given up by their physician, had recovered. 


ACCORDING to the report in this morning’s 
| Globe- Democrat of the shutting down of the 
North Chicago Rolling Mills, the cost of 
making steel rails in the South Side Mills is 
from $42 to $43 per ton, while in the mill on 
the north side of the town, in consequence of 
| defective machinery and antiquated appli- 
ances, the #ame rails cost $47 to $48 per ton. 
President Potrer further says that the 
monthly product of the mill which is closed 
amounted to from 10,000 to 11,000 tons, and a 
little caleulation will show that the consum- 
ers of steel rails have paid exactly $50,000 a 
month or $600,000 a year in the shape of sub- 
sidy to this Chicago corporation to enable it to 
run with its ramshackle machinery. The 
kind of protection we want in this country is 
protection which will compel our manufac- 
turers tocompete with the most improved 
appliances, but we do not want to pay them 
to retrograde back to primitive and obsolete 
methods.

If she be 
childless and the first wife is she still only entitled 
to athird or can she claim it ail, there being no 
will. -If she can only claim her third. who is 
rroperly entitled to the remainder? Would an 
adininistrator have to settle it or not; and. sup- 
posing the husband still had a share in his father’s 
unsettied estate, the mether still being alive 
could the widow claim any of that? You would 
greatly oblige by answering one whi really wants 
to know. Yours wey, 


[Besides certain personal property and allow- 
ances under the statute the widow of a chiidiess 
intestate is entitled to dower (which is one-third 
of the net income during the term of. her natural 
life) in his rea) estate, or, in lieu of dower, may, 
within twelve months from the date of letters, 
eleet to take one-half of the husband’s estates ab- 
solutely, subject to the payment of his debts. The 
remaining half would go te his collateral heirs. 
The law provides no means of settling an estate 
except by an executor or administrator. If her 
husband died before his father, leaving no chil- 
dren, his Interest in his father’s estate would go to 
his collateral heirs, and the widow could get no 
share of it, but if he died subsequently his interest 
in the father’s estate would goto his adminitstra- 
tor and to his widow and other heirsin the same 
manner that bis remaining estate would.—Ep.

A TALK WITH MISS FAITHFULL 
English and American Ladi 
Recognition of Working Women. 
From the New York Tribune. 


In the course of a conversation with Miss 
Emily Faithfull recently, a Tribune reporter 
asked her if the ladies in England generally 
took as much interest in public matters as do 
the ladies here. 

“‘No, I think not, generally speaking,” she 
replied ; ‘yet, since the establishmeft of the 
school boards in England, the ladies have 
begun to take considerable. interest in such 
matters and have been able todo some very 
excellent and effective work.” 

“Are ladies eligible to positions in the 
boards ?”’ 

‘* Yes, they are elected by public vote. The 
school boards are composed of men and wo- 
men selected in the respective districts, and 
there are usually more men than women in 
them; most of the boards have at least one or 
two members. The ladies are particularly 
valuable in this sphere, as they are able to 
deal more directly and intimately with girls’ 
schools than boards composed entirely of 
men could do,”’ 

** Have 3u ever served in one of them ?” 

* No; 1 sas proposed as a member for the 
Firat I ondon School Board, but was obliged 
to avevno*ne honor, asl saw it would be 
impes:/nre to combine that work with my 
other duvies.” — 

** When did ladies first become eligible for 
election ?”’ 

**When the boards were first instituted, a’ 
few years ago. Before the school boards 
were established the schools were under the 
direction of the clergymen of the church of 


England of the respective parishes, and Dis- 


senters, Roman Catholics and others notin 
accord with the Established Church, but 
who nevertheless paid taxes and had children 
to educate, had no voice in the administra- 
tion of the schools whatever. A strong feel- 
ing upon the subject resulted in the establish- 
ment of the school boards, and these bodies, 
composed of persons elected in the various 
districts, examine the schools from time to 
time and keep a general oversight of them. 
But L believe you have almost similar 


ent considered that the experi- 

ence of women would be invaluable in rela- 
tiontothe girls’ schools. Mr. Forster, asa 
member of the Government at that time, 
strongly advocated these boards with the 
joint influence of women and men, and 

ondon rate-payers indorsed his sentiment 
by returning a woman at the first election at 
the head of the poll for the whole board.”’ 

“Are there as many ladies in England in- 
terested inthe management of charities and 
charitable enterprises as there are here—that 
is, In oy ge to the population ?” 

** Yes, i think there are; and to my mind 
charitable work seems to be truly a work for 
women. <A right administration in such 
things L believe to be the proper work for 
women of leisure, who are not obliged to 
work for their own subsistence.”’ 

“Does English ‘society’ recognize women 
who are obliged to work for a vine 2” 

“Yes, those engaged in the higher pur- 
suits of life, as art, authorship, music, the 
drama and the like, though of course, ‘societ ‘ 
no more recognizes women who devote their 
time to mechanical or common industrial 
work than it recognizes men who work in the 
same fields. England is essentially an aris- 
tocratic country, and trade is considered 
beneath the dignity of the upper classes. To 
be a ‘gentleman’ in England, a man must be- 
long to the aristocracy or be engaged in one 
of the learned professions, or have a place in 
the Army. Fortunately,, however, these 
considerations cannot remain for a long time. 
The better judgment which is coming in will 
incline to regard people more for what they 
are than for what their families haye been or 
what their pursuits may be. At the presen? 
time many of the best families themselves 
are engaging in business, and that fact of it- 
self willremove considerable of the stigma 
from the ‘trades-people.’ ”’ 

“‘Whatis the feeling in regard to public 
singers and actresses in England?” 

‘* Both are welcomed, honored, even sought 
afterin the best society, provided their re- 
cord is what alady’s ought to be, at 
just the same as itis here. Within the past 
few years a great change has come over the. 
feeling of the people with regard to the 
drama, and provided its representatives are. 
persons, Of character, they take the same: 
standing as do representatives of the other 
art ’?

JOHN HOWARD PAYNE. 


Mr. Corcoran’s Recollections of the Fa- 
mous Author and Actor. 
From the Washington Post. 


The desire of Mr. W. W. Coreoran to 
transfer the remains of John Howard Payne 
from their resting-place in Tunis to Oak fill 
Cemetery, on Georgetown Heights, is OC 
merely the outgrowth of a patriotic senti- 
ment. It is the expression, rather, of a wish 
to do honor to the memory of a friend, and 
it seems peculiarly fitting that Mr. Corcoran s 
ripe old age should be crowned by this act 
of reverence towards one who knew aver- 
sity rather than fortune, and whodied at 
last amid strangers in a foreign land. Surely 
no other act could so round off inte a com- 
plete and perfect symmetery the already, gen- 
erous fullness of Mr. Coreoran’s life. 

Mr. Coreoran’s recollections of John How- 
ard Payne extend backward for more than 
half a century. In 1809 Payne appeared on 
the stage in Boston and . New York, and, 
meeting with success, entered upon a tour of 
the Southern and Western cities. This 
brought him to Washington in the month of 
August, 1809, and it was during his appear- 
ance here that Mr. Coreoran first saw hin. 
Payne played for a week at What was then 
known as Carusi’s Theater, corner. of 
Eleventh and C streets, in the rear of Mar- 
vey’s saloon, where the Theatre Comique 
now stands. He was announced as “‘the 
American Roscius” and was very popular. 
He was handsome, and appeared when trag- 
edy had a strong hold en the’ public. Mr, 
Coreoran, then a bey, was an almost con- 
stant auditor of the tradgedian.**Whenever | 


relates Mr. Corcoran, “‘I 
went to see and hear Payne, being generally 
accompanied by two or three boys from 
Georgetown.” Although this occurred sey- 
enty-three years ago, the unimpaired mem- 
recalls each incident 
distinctness; he remembers even 
how Payne, appearing as oung 
Norval, recited those well-known lines: 

My name is Norval; on the Grampian hills 

My father feeds his flock. 

Two years afterwards, Payne, who had an 
adventure-loving spirit, was one of the party 
which, on Charles street in baltimore, de- 
fended the printing office of one Hanson, 
which was subsequently attacked by a mob, 
who killed one or two in the jail, where they 
had been lodged for proteclion. Payne es- 
ecaped with one or two others to Georgetown, 
and here Mr. Coreoran saw him again. Ut 
was not, hewever, till 1840 or 1841, that Mr. 
Corcoran’s personal acquaintance with Payne 
began. During that period Payne was fre- 
quently in Washington and a constant visitor 
at the Executive Mansion, where he was a 
prime favorite. In the summer of 1541 he 
was appointed by President Tyler to the Con- 
sulateship at Tunis. For some time before 
he ieft for his new post of duty Mr. (’orcoran 
met Payne almost daily, and a close and inti- 
nate acquaintance between the two was the 
natural result. 

In view of the fact that the remains of 
Payne will soon be buried within the Dis- 
trict, a sketch of his life may not be uninter- 
He was bornin New York on the 
ninth of June, 1792, and died in Tunis while 
holding the Consul-Generalship to that coun- 
iry, on the tenth of April, 1852, having 
almost completed his sixtieth year. In early 
life young Payne removed with his parents 
to Boston, and it was there that he imbued 
his early love for theatricals, having been a 
prominent member of a juvenile amatcur 
dramatic company. At this time, too, he 
showed those early signs of literary taste 
which became so proiinent tin after years 
in the publication of a little weekly paper of 
four pages quarto, called ‘“The Flag.” At 
the age of thirteen, young Payne was sent 
to New York and piaced in a counting-room. 
But the details of business were uncongenial 
to him, and he exercised his talent for writ- 
inginthe publication. of a weekly paper 
called The Thespian Mirror, which con- 
tained such excellent dramatic criticism as 
to attract the attention of William Coieman, 
the editor of the Evening Post, who traced 
out the author and found him to be 
a boy of thirteen. Coleman became 
a patron of Payne, and introduced him 
to the notice of such celebrities as Washing- 
ton Irving, James k. Pauiding, Gulian C. 
Verplanck and Joseph Redman Drake. At 
this time a gentieman by the name of Seaman 
became acquainted with him, and at his ex- 
pense Payne was sent to Schenectady College 
to be educated. Scarcely had he entered the 
coHege before he became engaged in publish- 
ing and editing Pastime, a weekly magazine 
of eight octavo pages, the first number of 
which was issued in February, 1607. Tired 
of a college life and burning to appear be- 
fore the public on the stage, in a degree incit- 
ed thereto perhaps by the prodigious success 
of Master Betty in England, he returned to 
Boston in 1808, lor the purpose of making 
preparations for a stage career, but while 
making these preparations he conducted the 

Soston Mirror for the old publishing firm of 
Oliver & Munroe. He chose New York as. 
the place of his début, and made his first ap- 
pearance at the Park Theater, as Young Nor- 


i val, on February 26, 1809, meeting withg im- 


mense success. His first appearance in Baston 
was in the same part at the old Federal] 
Street Theater, on the 2nd of April follow- 
ing. His success here Was as. great as in 
New York, and he appeared in such parts as 
Octavian, Rolla, Romeo, Zaphna and Fred- 
erick, in “‘Lovers’ Vows.’ Leaving Boston 
he visited the Southern and Western cities. 
as stated above, and in 1813 went to England, 


made his opening at Drury Lane Theater, 
being announced as the *‘Aimerican Roscius”’ 
and received with great favor. Some one 
having got up the story that he was the son 
of the notorious Thomas Paine, the audience 
onthe second night became as prejudiced 
against him as they were favorable to him 
on the first night. He played again the fol- 
lowing night, and then deemed it advisable 
to give up his engagement. From here he 
made the round of the provincial theaters, as 
well as those of Lreland, and then for several] 
years relinquisbed theatrical pursuits in 
order to devote ‘himself to literature. He 
flor a time edited a paper in London 
called The Opera Glass, and during this 
period adapted a number of French vaude- 
villes to the English stage, and produced 
such pieces as “Charles the second. or the 
Merry Monarch; ‘Therese. the Orphan of 
Geneva,’ in which Edwin Forrest was wont 
to play the part of Corwin with such signal 
success; ““Clari, the Maid of Milan :” “The 
Lancers; “Proclamation ;” = “‘Kicheliew -” 
‘Peter Smnink, or Which is the Miller:” 
* "Twas I, or The Truth « Lie: and the noble 
tragedy of “Brutus” which holds and wil] con- 
tinue to hold the stage so long as the English 
language is spoken. In 1825 Payne was. liv- 
Ing in Paris, occupying the lodgings of Wash- 
ington Irving, who was then in Spain, and 
while there was employed by one of the great 
London theaters in watching the new pieces 
brought out in Paris with the view to their 
adaptability to the Engtish Stage. He was 
leading a Bohemian sort of an existence. and 
fortune did not smile upon him to any ex- 
tent. In 1821 he returned to America, and 
on the third of April, 1833, a benetit was ten- 
dered him by the citizens of Boston, at the 
lremont ‘Theater. The bill was made up ef 
selections from four of Payne's 
pieces “Love in Humble Life r 
‘Therese, " “The Lancers” and “Charles 
the Second.” The pieces had been worn 
threadbare, and were unattractive in them- 
selves, and add: d to which the night selected 
was that preceding the annual fast, aly ays 
given up to social festivities, and henes.

Payne was reappointed, and held the posi- 
tion to the day of his death.

“My practice,” said Dr, Bauer, one of the 
foremost homeopathic physicians of this city, 
to a Mail and Express reporter this morning, 
who was questioning hii concerning his o 
servations of the effects of excessive lager 
beer drinking, “has been mainly among the 
Germans, who, as all know, consume mauch 
more beer than the native Americans. 
have reached the conciusion that, far from 
benefiting them, the liquor does them a great 
deal of harm byreducing their vitality and 
powers of resistance. ‘he result, I think, is 
to be attributed mainly to the alcohol, which 
arrests the process of assimilation and di- 
rectly affects the kidneys. Several cases of 
Bright's disease brought on by the_use of 
beer have been treated by me, and I have

ation which I lay at the door of the habit. 

“Is the alcohol the only thing in beer that 
causes trouble?” | ; 

“No: I think lupuline, the active principle 
of hops, is liable to injure the system by 
dulling the brain. The hops, being a fatty 
food in themselves, promote fatty deposits, 
and what is still worse, fatty degeneration of 
several of the organs. I am at- the present 
moment treating a well-known German 
brewer for some of these troubles, and I find 
him a very difficult subject to cure, partly 
beeause his whole system is run down Dy the 
use of ibe beer and partly because be stil 
persists in drinking it. The same peculiari- 
ties are noticeable with most patients suffer- 
ing from over-indulgenee in beer. The ale 
usually sold bere, unless drunk very moder- 
ately,.is also liable to be followed by un- 
pleasant symptoms, one of them being a gen- 
eral condition of biliousness.” 

‘Then you do not approve of the consump- 
tion of malt liquors ?”’ 

“No, nor of any liquors whatever, contain- 
ing alcohol. I think we should all be better 
without them, for there are few habitual 
drinkers who do not suffer in the long run.” 

EVILS FROM OVER-INDULGENCE. 

Dr. H. B. Millard, a great authority on 
kidney diseases, said to the reporter: “Of 
course, excess in the use of light malt liquors 
is pernicious. It is not a necessity in order 
that the nutriment and sustaining property 
of light heer may be realized that six or seven 
glasses should be drunk. Used in modera- 
tion and sensibly, it should no more produce 
embarrassment of the liver and kidneys than 
any other simple dietary article. I have 
inade extensive investigations in the anatomy 
and diseases of the kidney, and am sure that 
the part which aicohol plays in the produc- 
tion of diseases of the kidnevs is great- 
ly overestimated. In my own practice I see 
more evil effects upon and diseases of the di- 
gestive system from rich and indigestible 
food and over-feeding than from the moder- 
ate use of light and pure alcoholic beverages, 
Rhine, 
and light beer. Many well-intentioned mor- 
alists regard -is as pernicious in the ex- 
treme to use light wine, but see nothing 
wrong or reprehensible in the over-indul- 
gence in heavy, rich food, sausages, hot 
bread, fried meats, pies, lobster, mayon- 
naise, ete.—gluttony, Ina word. I believe if 
pure and mild alcoholized beverages were 
used by the masses, the cause of temperance 
would be greatly promoted. In countries 
where this is the case the better classes do 
not drink the strong wines much, and when 
they do they do so in moderation.”’ 

AN INJURIOUS BEVERAGE. 

Dr. Dowling, formerly Dean of the Home- 
opathie College, said: “‘Lager beer, when 
drunk to any excess, is a@ most injurious 
drink. I think its principal actionis on the 
liver, Which it injures very much. The fluid, 
you see, is very quickly absorbed after enter- 
ing the stomach; that is, it enters into portal 
circulation, passes into the vessels of the 
liver and distends them. If the liquor is 
taken frequently and in large quantities the 
vessels lose their elasticity and the distension 
becomes permanent.- This subsequently 
leads to a degeneration of the liver tissue, 
which in its turn may lead to nuimberless 
complications. The obstruction ef the por- 
tal circulation resulting therefrom wiil pro- 
duce hemorrhoids, or piles. The last stage 
of these various complications is abdominal 
dropsy. Which can only end in death.” 

‘Is the action of beer limited to the liver, 
or does it aiso atfect-the kidneys ?”’ 

‘I do not think the kidneys suffer much in- 
convenience from the habit, and much less 
am I prepared to say thatit brings on Bright’= 
disease. On the other hand, one of the effects 
of excessive indulgencein larger beer is to 
give rise to accumulation of fat in every part 
of the body, including the most unusual 
localities. Seeing a stout lager beer drinker, 
one is inclinedto think his fat is equally 
divided between his stomach and four limbs. 
ut upon his being dissected after death. one 
finds he has a large accumulation of fat up- 
on his heart, or even a fatty degeneration of 
that organ. ‘The resisting powers of sucha 
man must necessarily be very poor, and the
